On a Pheasant Farm 


The rearing of pheasants is gener- 


ally supposed to be a most expensive 
and unremunerative luxury, to be in- 
dulged in only by wealthy landowners 
with large, coverts at their disposal 
and an unlimited purse wherewith to 
defray the cost. To the old-fashioned 
country squire the sight of his lordly 
pheasants sunning tncmselvos in the 
borders of a copse in the summer 
brought a sense of proprietorship in 
something out of the common that, 
moreover, was not to be attained by j 
the vulgar herd. The possibilities of 
rearing pheasants led to the estab- 
lishment of game farms devoted en- 
tirely 
to the rearing of birds upon 


commercial lines ard turning what 
was originally an exclusive and luxuri- 
ous adjunct to large estates 
into a 


unique and profitable occupation. 


A large game farm early in autumn 


is a curious sight. The one owned by 
Mr. Miles at Chesham, England, is 
typical of the 
industry. 
Here 
in 


spacious fields upon the hilltop thou- 
sands upon thousands of pheasants 
may be seen secure within high wire- 
netting fences. Upon its portals might 
be written the warning to vermin gen- 
erally: 
"Abandon hope, all ye who 


enter here," for a short life, if 
a 


merry one, will assuredly be the fate 
of winged or four-footed 
intruders 


who have designs upon the welfare of 
the inmates. Be there but a suspicion 
of the unwelcome visitors' presence, 
keen-scented dogs are ever ready to 
ascertain his whereabouts and pursue 
him remorselessly into his most se- 
cluded lair, while the ever-watchful 
guardians, gun in hand, are prepared 
to mete out the just reward of Ma 
iniquities. 
Most necessary are these 


precautions at all seasons of the year, 
otherwise great 
havoc 
would 
be 


wrought by marauders among the de- 
fenseless inhabitants of the runs. 


In the spring the pheasants' eggs 


are carefully collected and "set" under 
hens in long rows of nests, each hav- 
ing a sliding door, which can be raised 
to feed or allow the foster parent to 


take her necessary 
exercise in the 


en. When the mother is placed in 


a coop with her charges and trans- 
ferred to the open fields, the latter 
presenting the appearance of a min- 
iature garden city, each coop being 
isolated and surmounted by sufficient 
space to give the chicks a free and in- 
dependent run. 
This is an anxious 


time for the pheasant farmer, for the 
mortality among the youngsters 
is 


alarming, even In spite of the utmost 
care and attention. As the weather 
becomes more settled ana the chicks 
have grown sufficiently to be able to 
dispense with the sen-ices of their fos- 
ter parent they are transferred to tho 
fields in which they are to attain ma- 
turity. In place of the coops shelters 
of brush wood are provided them. 
These 
wigwam-like structures 
are 


made of bundles of sticks bound to- 
gether, four or live being leaned at an 
angle toward a common center so as 
to be self-supporting, and at the same) 
time afford the birds a ready means 
and exit. 
In order to prevent the 


birds from flying away each one. is 
caught individually and its wings se- 
cured by means of tape so arranged 
on the wing as to allow the bird con- 
siderable freedom, while at the same 
time precluding normal use. The pal- 
isade and wire-netting being of con- 
siderable height, they are thus in- 
capable of surmounting such a for- 
midable obstacle and escaping. 
How- 


over, unless unexpectedly 
disturbed 


they are more prone by nature to use 
their legs than their wings 
as 
a 


means of progression and cause little 
trouble in .this respect. 
Feeding Is 


accomplished by means 
of an In- 


genious contrivance shaped like a min- 
iature dog kennel, along one side of 
which a step is seen raised above the 
ground. 
This step is connected by 


levers with one half of the slanting 
roof and so adjusted that the weight 
of a phe.isant standing upon the step 
raises the lid, thus giving the bird ac- 
cess to the food within. Immediate- 
ly the bird leaves the step the 
lid 


automatically closes. Thus the grain 
is preserved from wet and also from

We are moving rapidly toward more 


democratic institutions in politics, industry and 


to undisputed leadership in the party must inevit- 
ably be followed by the return of Nevada to its 
place in the Democratic column. 


Moreover, Nevada is 
proverbially 
radical 


rather than conservative in its attitude on public 
questions. It supported a radical candidate for 
the presidency in the St. Louis convention of 
1904, then gave its electoral vote to Roosevelt 
because he was believed to be far more advanced 


society. This is true in the old world, even in! in his economic views than the Democratic stan- 
buiighted Persia; true in the Orient, most no- dard-bearer. If Roosevelt is a better Democrat 
tabh in Japan: and emphatically true in Amer- 


ica. 
It is no longer a question of \\here we are 


going, but onK of how rapidly we arc going, 
and under what leadership. 


The latter consideration necessarily brings us 


to the practical questions involved in the politics 
of this day and hour. 


The few state elections held up to this time 


clearly indicate that the people are turning to the 
Democratic party as their hope of better things. 
Oregon re-elected its Democratic Governor and 
gave only about three thousand majority to a 
"Republican United States Senator, which repre- 
sents a tremendous falling off from the figures 
of 1904. In Vermont, the Republican majority 
fell off over fort) per cent. In Maine, the Re- 
publican predominance declined by over sixty per 
cent. 
The remarkable significance of these re- 


turns lies not so much in the actual figures, as 
in the fact that they unquestionably reflect the 
nation's approval of the Democratic return to 
radical ideas. Mr. Br\an is again hailed as the 
peerless leader. Mr. Bryan comes home more 


than Parker, Bryan is certainly a better Democrat 
than Roosevelt; hence, the party that again yields 
to the leadership of Bryan may safely count upon 
the enthusiastic support of Nevada. 


Although the next senatorship is but remotely 


involved in the outcome of the present campaign, 
it is interesting to recall with \vhat fidcliU Fran- 
cis G. Newlands has represented the advanced 
political thought of Nevada, and of the progres- 
sive wing of the Democratic party, in the United 
States Senate. 
1 fe is the only member of that 


body who cared or dared to speak out openly in 
favor of government ownership of railroads at 
the last session of congress. 


While he did not advocate it as a policy to !>c 


adopted at this time, he did earnestly 
propose 


a measure designed to serve as deliberate prep- 
aration for ultimate government ownership, and 
both in his speeches and in magazine articles, he 
discussed the practical steps which might be 
taken as a means of realizing outright public 
ownership and undertook to show that this could 
be done without creating the least financial dis- 


turbance. He was the one man who discussed 
on the floor of the Senate, eight or ten months 
ago, the ultimate solution of the transportation 
problem which Mr. Bryan is now discussing up- 
on every platform where he appears. 


Even more representative of the popular de- 


mand which are now manifest on every hand, 
was the attitude of Senator Newlands on the 
question of railroads for the Philippines and the 
question of subsidies for steamships. 


The Republican party proposed to guarantee 


five per cent interest on the bonds of private cor- 
porations \\-ith which to construct railroads in 
the Philippine Islands. 
Thus the government 


was to loan its credit, while the private corpora- 
tion was to own the railroads, and the hard-' 
pressed people of the Islands were to foot the 
bill. 


Senator Newlands vigorously opposed the 


granting of this extraordinary special privilege, 
and urged that instead of loaning its credit to 
private corporations the government should loan 
its credit to the j>eople of the Philippine Islands 
and thereby enable them to build and own the 
railroads themselves, fie demonstrated that un- 
der these conditions capital could be readily ob- 
tained at two per cent, instead of five per cent, 
and that the saving in interest would pay the 
entire cost of building the railroads in thirty 
years, so that the people would get the railroads 
for nothing, as compared with the Republican 
proposition. 


Senator Newlands stood alone. The Republi- 


can proposition was carried out, a new special 
privilege of enormous value was granted to pri- 
vate corporations, and the people of the Islands 
were"loaded with a new burden which might 
readily have been avoided. 


In the same way, Senator Newlands opposed 


steamship subsidies and offered national owner- 
ship of new steamship lines as a substitute. 
Again, he stood alone in the Senate of the United 
States, but he stood precisely where Bryan and 
a mighty host now stand in. demanding measures 
which will give more benefit to the many and 
less special privileges to the few. 


There is another good reason why Nevada 


should, as it undoubtedly will, be found in the 


Democratic column this year. This is the fact 
that John Sparks is again the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Governor. 


If you want to know what it means to have 


John Sparks in the executive chair at Carson, 
you have only to consider the remarkable con- 
trast between industrial conditions in Colorado 
and industrial conditions in Nevada. 


Both are mining states; both have organized 


capital and organized labor living side by side; 
but there the parallel ceases. 


Colorado is cursed with endless warfare be- 


tween organized labor and organized 
capital 


Its mining camps have been drenched with blood 
and its prisons made populous in consequence of 
this deplorable strife between classes. 
Political 


divisions have followed and precipitated a de- 
gree of bitterness which cannot possily be appre- < 
ciated by those who have never lived in the midst 
of it. 


In Nevada, on the other hand, peace has 


reigned and progress has gone forward by leaps 
and bounds. Every citizen of the state, farmers, 
merchants and professional men, almost equally 
with the miners and mine-owners, is bcncfitted 
by the good relations among men which prevail 
in the mining centers of Nevada. 


What is the explanation of these favorable 


conditions? 
It is the fact that John Sparks is 


Governor, and that John Sparks enjoys the confi- 
dence of all elements, as no governor of Colora- 
do has been able to command it in recent times. 
Everybody knows that Governor Sparks repre- 
sents the whole people and that lie will use the 
power of his office to see that equal justice is 
done to all. When the people Demand an eight- 
hour law, and when the legislature puts it upon 
the statute books, John Sparks sees that the law 
is honestly enforced, while in Colorado gover- 
nors, legislatures, courts and organized capital 
have sometimes combined to nullify the will of 
the people, even when it has been expressed in a 
constitutional amendment. 


The result is that in Colorado we now see 


the miners supporting a Socialist, who is in jail 
in Idaho awaiting trial for murder, as their can- 
didate for Governor, while in Nevada we sec 
miners and mine-owners, standing together for 


the re-election of Governor Sparks. 


How far the pendulum is to swing away from 


the aristocracy of privilege toward the democ- 
racy of equal rights in the next few years no 
prophet can foretell, but tJiat the country has 
entered upon an earnest effort to overthrow ex- 
isting wrongs there can be no doubt. Neither is 
there any doubt that in the pending campaign it 
is the party of Jefferson and of Bryan that the 
people are proposing to use as their instrument 
in this work. 


As I have tried repeatedly to point out irt 


these articles, the administration of TTieodore 
Roosevelt has nothing to lose by the election of a 
Democratic congress, by the turning of doubtful 
states to the Democatic column, and by the 
reduction of Republican 
majorities 
in 
such 


strongholds as Oregon, Maine and Vermont. 


On the contrary, the administration of The- 


odore Roosevelt has everything to gain, and the 
American people have everything to gain, by a 
sharp reversal of those political tendencies which 
have given the Republican party complete control 
of the government in the past few years. Roose- 
velt has won his popularity by ignoring the si- 
lence of the Republican platform on the railroad 
question and by fighting the trusts which contrib- 
uted his enormous campaign fund in 1904. What 
he needs in order to carry his administration to a 
triumphant conclusion, is more red blood of 
Democracy in congress and more fighting Dem- 
ocratic governors throughout the Union. 


In Nevada the Democratic party is especially 


deserving of support. 
In a peculiar sense, it is 


incumbent upon Nevada to hold up the hands of 
Brjan, now that he has returned to leadership. 
It is equally inijiortant that Nevada should vin- 
dicate the advanced political views of its senior 
Senator and that it should assure the world of 
the continued stability of its industrial conditions 
by guaranteeing four more years of John Sparks 
in the Governorship. 


That will be Nevada's contribution to the 


rising tide of Democracy in 1906.
